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probably drunk and without a man on 
board ratable of navigating the ship, 
had welched anchor and started sea­ 
ward. 
The presumption Is that the 
battleship mot the

the latter reached the oiling and under 
the frowning guns 
of Kruger's war­ 
ships concluded that it was better to 
surrender tfcan to fight.

These re­ 
ports placed the number of killed dur­ 
ing the rioting on shore at 300 and 
the wounded at twice that number. 
Martial law has been proclaimed at 
Sevastopol and Nicholaieff and plenary 
powers have been entrusted to Arch 
Duke 
Nicolai, 
commander 
of 
the 
Black sea fleet, but beyond the gen­ 
eral conditions existing in the ports 
of the Black sea, little definite infor­ 
mation of the declaration of martial 
law is known. Gossip, however, says 
there has been a mutiny on board the 
battleship Tehesma at Sevastopol. The 
declaration of martial law in E th an 
was inevitable in consequence of the 
situation 
in the Southern 
Causasus, 
dispatches to the Associated Press in­ 
ch* ating that Moslems and Armenians 
were waging what 
almost might be 
termed war. 
With the surrender 
of the Kniaz 
Potemkine, however, 
the immediate 
danger of the situation seemed to col­ 
lapse, the 5,000 bluejackets at Libau, 
who followed 
the example 
of their 
comrades on tho rebel battleship, hav­ 
ing earlier in the day yielded to the 
military, 
by whom 
they were 
sur­ 
rounded in a wood near the' fort, after 
a promise that better 
food would be 
given them. 
What seemed like an extension of 
the mutiny 
to the sailors 
at Cron- 
stadt also proved to be short lived, al­ 
though all the regular workmen in the 
port are still on strike and reports of 
corning trouble both there and at St. 
Petersburg are rife and the workmen 
in several large factories are again 
restive and are threatening disorder. 
Late Friday night 
an unconfirmed 
rumor gained currency that a mob 
had sacked a small arms factory at 
Kolpino, twenty miles distant, and was 
marching on St. Petersburg.
